I am _tn recetpt of your letter of July 3, 1946, concerning 
the proposed NIA Directive Number 4, which related to, among other 
things, the empowering of CIG to set up a Jteld operational force 
for the purpose of effectuating world-wide secret intelligence 
coverage. JI have noted your oomment regarding discussing with me 
the possibility of your utilizing the services of some of the FBI 
experienced personnel. Although I am, of course, most anzioua to 
cooperate with you to the fullest posatble extent, I regret to advise 
you that due to the responsibilities and duties of the Bureau in 
the fleld of law enforcement and the commitnente made for the Bureau's 
Personnel, which pereonnel inotdentally has been cut conatderably 
since the wor, I will not be able to assign personnel to you. 

ZI wanted to advise you of thie faot promptly in order that you will 
not depend upon me or expect thie Bureau to make personnel avatiable 
to Yous 


Concerning your reference to the aupport of the NIA for the 
Bureau's 1947 pueyee requiremente for tts Central and South American 
operations, I wish to observe that theae funda were sought prior to 
the time that any plane had been made to eatabliah an Operations Unit 
under the Nattonal Intelligence Authority. If I had known that the 
Nattonal Intelligence Authority contemplated the eatablishment at 
this time of an Operationa Unit for the purpose of maintaining secret 
tntelligence coverage, I would not have Planned to have the Bureau 
remain acttve in this fteld in the Weetern Hemtephere. 


In the light of your aogutescence to the Bureau's 
withdrawing from Central and South America, I believe tt would be 
well to work out tmmedtately an acceptable program which wtll permit

Late in tne afternoon of 6 August 1946, the Office of the 
Secretary of State requested a meeting of NI. to be held on 7 Aucust 
1946. The ourpose of the proposed meeting was to air the danzer 
involved in pulling FBI operatives out of Central and South America 
prior to tne time CIG was prepared to take over--and to come to 
necessary decisions in the matter. At the time of calling the meet- 
ing, the State Department requested we prepare a memorandum for NIA, 
outlining our actions to date in this regard and indicating our time 
schedule for taking over Central and South American activities. 


The NIA meetin, was held on the morning of 7 Ausust and 
our memo wes submitted by Colonel Galloway. All NIA members ‘vere 
adamant in the necessity for FBI to remain operative in the area 
until we took over and in the necessity for an overlap of operatives 
in order to preserve continuity. 


The meetinz was brief, ssearheaded by Admiral Leahy. The 
Secretary NIA was direcved to -repare a letter to the Attorney Generul, 
recuesting that FBI be directed to retain their operation in the sub- 
ject crea until we were fully operative. The Secretary was also 
directed to draft a letter to the Attorney General, to be sizned by 
the President, for use in the event no action “was taken by the Attorney 
General on the letter from NIA. 


The NIA letter to the Attorney General was prepared by us 
on 7 Aucust, signed by al: members of NIA, and disnpatened on the morn- 
in’ of 8 Auvust 1946. Tne draft of the presidential letter has been 
approved by 61° members of NIA and is beiny retained for later use 
if necessary.

Reference is made to the letter cf Colonel Edwin Ke Wrirht 
of the Central Intelligence Group directed to me on August 7, 1946, 
which attached a schedule for the transfer of responsibility for 
intelligence coveraje from the FEI to the CIG in Latin America, I 
must acvise that the dates set forth in this schedule for transfer of 
responsitility, that is, February 15, 1947, for the first group of 
countries, April 1, 1947, for the second group, and May 15, 1947, for 
the third group, make the position of the FBI in Latin America rather 
difficult. Operations under the limited scope and the restrictions 
necessary incidental to complete withdrawal make difficult efficient 
and productive operations over an extended period. ‘The FBI personnel 
involved in Latin Americar operations are critically needed in connec- 
tion with our Jomestic responsibilities and I am most anxious to return 
them to the domestic field. 


I had hoped that the Clu would be able to take over responsi- 
bility in the first wroup cr countries by September 15, 1946; in the 
secom] rroup by hovemcer 1, 1946; and the remaincer by Jamuary 1, 1947. 
As you will note, this would iive approximately six months from the tine 
of the desuance of the ljrective to the Central Intelligence Croup for
